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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-23 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found 
neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine 
any of the said prior art references which teaches at least provisioning a portion, Bi, of said 
buffer to each of said output ports, i, for use in a computation of effective bandwidth in 
combination with determining said effective bandwidth and buffer space requirements from said 
set of parameters, wherein a ratio or said effective buffer space requirement bo to said allocated 
buffer size Bi is substantially equal to a ratio of said effective bandwidth requirement to said link 
bandwidth capacity C. In particular, for the closest cited prior art, Elwalid does not teach Bi for 
equation 1 1 on page 1 1 18 (i.e., Elwalid teaches an available buffer B but does not further define 
the buffer) and Worster '840 also does not teach Bi for equation 6 (rewritten for the second case) 
at column 7 (i.e., Elwalid also teaches buffer size B but does not further device the buffer as Bi). 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. 
Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for
